Canadian Labor Organization Coes on 
Record as Also Opposing General 


Sympathetic Strike. 


A definite stand In the fight of labor 
organizations affiliated with the Ameri­ 
can Federation of-Labor against ihe 
One Big Union movement baa b**en 
taken by tile Federated Council of file 
Brotherhood of Hallway and Steam* 
ship Clerks, Freight Handlers and Ex­ 
press and Station Employees. This or­ 
ganization took part in a strike about 
two months ago and its troubles w ere 
amicably settled by the Canadian Hall­ 
way Board of Adjustment. The lead ­ 
ers of the organization declare that 
they are directly opposed to the gen­ 
eral sympathetic strike and the One 
Big Union as demanded by western 
radicals and that they can lie counted 
upon not to enter Into any general 
strike of railway workers which may 
be called. 


OTHER ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Two hundred men nnd women op. 
tlcal workers met at Cill cfi go and or­ 
ganized Hie Optical Workers* union.

Tim strike of cotton mill workers 
in Lancashire was settled on tile ha Is 
of the workers obtaining a forty-eight 
hour week and a IM) per cent Increase 
in wages. 
Work has been resumed. 
A strike of street railway work* rs 
In Bock Island and Moline, III., and 
Davenport, la., was averted when the 
conferees of the men and Tri-City 
Hallway company agreed to arbitrate. 
Croat Britain’s public employment 
service, established IO years ago, Is 
standing her In good stead In her In­ 
dustrial readjustment, according to It. 
C. Davison, of the British ministry of 
labor, recently In Washington. 
By unanimous vote the convention 
of the A. F. of L, decided to cancel be­ 
fore July I the socalled Baker t Jum­ 
pers agreement of .lune 
19, 
1917, 
which provided that there should be 
no general strike during the period of 
war. 
The strike of 3.500 car men of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Hallway com­ 
pany was officially declared ended and 
the cars resumed their regular sched­ 
ules, 
This 
action was taken nt a 
meeting of the conference hoard of 
the ten local unions that had boon on 
strike. 
Manila (I*. I.) has a

strike. Acting Oov teager has refused 
the request of the lulmr officials to re­ 
move the constabulary guards who ere

maintaining service. 
Manila officials 
declare agitators are seeking to oust 
foreign capital. 
The Lowry National Bunk of Geor­ 
gia has adopted a profit sharing ar­ 
rangement with its employes. The Ini­ 
tial payment to the workers will be 
JO p e r cent of their salaries I ii the 
first six months of 1919, future dis­ 
tributions depending upon the bank 
earnings. 
On the ground that the editors vio­ 
lated terms of an Injunction Issued 
In 
the WHIys-Overlnnd 
labor 
con­ 
troversy, Federal Judge Flints at To­ 
ledo, Ohio, confiscated an entire Issue 
of the New Voice soon after It came 
off the press, 
The confiscated Issue 
urged a general strike. 
At a meeting of the Omaha Fen Ira I 
Labor union It was 
diA'ldcd 
there 
should Im- no general strike of union 
labor In omaha ut the present time. 
The teamsters were ordered hack to 
work for the employers who had sign­ 
ed the union articles and were prom­ 
ised the moral aud financial support 
of organized labor 
The time lost in Canada on account 
of Industrial disputes 
during 
April 
was much greater than during cither 
March. 1919, or April, BMS. 
There 
were In existence during the mouth 
37 strikes, involving 12,415 workfare 
pie nnd resulting In a time lo ss to 
111.(NCI. 
Twenty-seven strikes were 
reported as having commenced dur­ 
ing April. 
At the end of the month 
14 
strikes 
affecting 
approximately 
1.812 workpeople remained untermin­ 
ated. 
The 
general 
sympathetic 
strike 
which had l>een In progress at Winni­ 
peg. Man., since May 15 was called off, 
The decision of the strike committee 
which ended a struggle that had b -en 
exactly six weeks In effect followed a 
conference of delegates of the strike 
committee with Premier Norris and 
members of the provincial govern­ 
ment. They put forward the proposi­ 
tion that lf the government would ap­ 
point n commission to Investigate Into 
the strike and settle all disputes they 
would call off the general strike 
Alliance of the National American 
Train Dispatchers association with the 
“Big Four** of railroad men’s broth 
erhoods was voted at Chicago by the 
former organization. The step Is In 
line with the dispatchers' policy of 
supporting all movements tending to 
better the wages or working condi­ 
tions of all classes of railroad em­ 
ployees. 
The striking coal miners returned to 
work everywhere In France, owing to 
the adoption by parliament of a hill 
applying the eight hour day to the 
cool miring iJS&Ustrjr.
